In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1 .1 1 1 , 1 .135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 

37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary. The action of the Patent and Trademark Office will be based exclusively on the written record in the Office. No attention will be paid to 
any alleged oral promise, stipulation, or understanding in relation to which there is disagreement or doubt.

Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Discussed history of application (office actions sent, number of claims previously allowed, responses received from 
applicant, examiner change). Applicant asked if there is a Standard Format for informal meetings with the Examiner 
and was told there is not. Applicant stated he was not a patent lawyer and wished to discuss the application rather 
broadly from his viewpoint as a technical person and businessman, rather than to go deeply into legal patent language 
or patent details. Applicant provided a brief overview of the sequence of events vis-a-vis the application from its 
inception to today. 

Discussed reasons for examiner's change in position regarding previously indicated allowable subject matter (initial 
examiner separated from the Office, and application was reassigned and a new search performed) 

Discussed communications (for example, phone calls) the Office has had regarding the application. 

Discussed applicant's claims with respect to cited prior art and pertinent case law (for example, "disposable coupon" 
not "heater tube" is claimed) 

Discussed "abandonment" of invention after 1988-1989 efforts. At this junction in the interview the examiner stated 
there was not sufficient information to absolutely state that the invention (roller-burnished heater tubes) was 
abandoned after 1989 (efforts were done in private), but that the burnishing machine was indeed prior art. 

Discussed applicant's process per figure 4 of the specification how the prior art burnishing machine was originally 
designed to perform those functions. 

Discussed prior art roller burnishing machine purchased by applicant. Applicant stated that the purchased machine 
was delivered with one or more heater tubes that were not successfully roller burnished. A Rule 132 affidavit from the 
applicant attesting to this was requested. 

Discussed applicant's recollection of the existence of a "brochure" from a previous company discussing their efforts to 
roller burnish heater tubes. Applicant was questioned whether or not this was a "public domain" document or was it an 
internal company release. If it is public then it was requested that the applicant provide a copy of the brochure via an 
IDS. 

Discussed prior art roller burnishing machine and how it inherently operates (previous office action asserted that the 
roller burnishing mandrel was designed for a specific purpose - applicant stated that this was correct in that the 
purchased roller burnishing machine was designed specifically for burnishing heater tubes) 

Discussed possible changes to claims (for example, claiming a process to roller burnish heater tubes of a specific 
diameter range using a roller burnishing machine operating at a specific speed range much lower than the suggested 
rated speed for that diameter range) 

Discussed various aspects of patent prosecution (responses to office actions, fees, notice of allowance, final rejection, 
appeal, etc.) 

Recommended that the applicant again retain counsel for performing the prosecution of the case 
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
